This Fudelgence bein granted to all the Seits, it ought in reaſon to 
be expetted, that theyhould both receive it, and receive it thank- 
fully. For at this time of day to refuſe the Benefit, and advre29 
thoſe whom they have eſteem'd their Perſecutors.what is it elſe, but pub- 
lickly to own that they ſuffer d not before for Conſcience ſake ; but only 
out of Pride and Obſt inacy to ſeparate from a Church for thofe Impoſitie 
ons, which they now judge may be laifully obey d 2 After they har « ſo 
long contended for their Claſſical Ordination, (nit to ſpeat of.
